The -'Uli annual meeting of the 
Canadian Rugby Union was held Sat- 
urday afternoon at the Kins lîdwnrd 
Hotel, with the following delegates 
present: 

President II. t;. Griffith, St Catha- 
rines; First Vice-President Joseph 
Wright. Toronto; Second vu-o- Presi- 
dent U. Oaisford, Ottawa; Secretary

In opening the meeting, which was 
to discuss primarily some changes in 
the playing rules, ['resident Griffith 
said: "The changes to the rules are 
Very important and must be very care- 
fully considered, or we will have more 
trouble afterwards. The principal 
ï>olnt to be considered is interference. 
We have Interference, ahd it is our 
duty either' to legalize it or to do away 
with it altogether. The only two men 
Who are allowed to interfere are the 
men who arc making the hole in the 
line. But we often see the play of two 
men in any part of the field carrying 
one man to any part of the field. 
This la against tin- rule. and. in my 
opinion, it would be a good thins; to 
live up to the rule ami make every 
man keep his ha mis and arms off the 
other men on his team. 

The amendments to the^ules pro- 
posed by the Quebec Union mere then 
discussed. In speaking to the first 
amendment, that "no player who Is 
offside shall tackle or interfere in any 
way with a player of the opposing 
side, who is about to attempt to catch 
the ball (replacing the three-yard 
rule), Mr. Gaisford of Ottawa thought 
that the three-yard rule was a failure, 
and that the acceptance of the pro- 
posed amendment would solve the 
problem.

Capron, of Minnesota, Scores 44 
Out of 55 Points. 



Now I hat the feat of Charles 
Brickley of Harvard in kicking five 
field goals against Yale continues to 
fill the publie prints, followers of 
Minnesota football are pointing to the j 
phenomenal work of George Capron 
while a member of the Minnesota team 
of 1HU7. 

Capron played left field for the 
Seattle baseball club in 1900. 

Six years ago Minnesota played five 
games, scoring fifty-five points to her 
opponents' fifty-tvjo. Of these points 
the toe of Capron was responsible for 
no less, than forty-four. In each of 
thi' games he kicked at least one field 

goal, his greatest performance being 
in the 17-17 game against Wisconsin, 
when he scored via the aerial route 
three times. Une of his hoots was 
from the forly-seven-yard line, on» 
from the thirty-yard mark and one 
from the twenty-stripe. In the Chi- 
cago game, which the maroons won. 
1.8-12, Capron also got away with three 
drop kicks, the only maroon and gold 
scores, from the forty-five, thirty and 
fifteen-yard lines. 

In the first three games that year 
nil Minnesota points were scored by 
the Capron foot. In those days a drop 
kick counted four points. Single- 
handed he defeated Ames. S — 0, and 
Nebraska. S — 5. Against Carlisle he 
gave the gophers an early lead when 
he drop-kicked a goal from the thir- 
tv-five-yard line. Then came his per- 
formance against Chicago. Minne- 
sota's rirst touchdown that year came 
in the Carlisle game, when I2d Chcs- 
nut grabbed up a fumble and ran 105 
yards for a touchdown. In 1!»07 the 
gophers scored only two touchdowns. 
The second one was registered against 
the badgers.

Such a club many years ago was established in an Ontario city, 
and we believe it is still in existence. Although not called the Her- 
esy Club, it might well have been so styled. For its members, the 
large majority of whom were ministers of the gospel, made state- 
ments in it, which, if repeated in their pulpits, would certainly have 
lost them a large portion of their congregations. New tenets of an 
alarming nature were put forward in a tentative fashion, and argued 
for and against by each member of the small circle. It was gen- 
erally found that the old maxims were the best, but once in a while 
a departure from the orthodox won the day. 

There can be no doubt that there are theologues at each of the 
colleges affiliated with McGill who do not hold to the entire ortho- 
dox creeds of their respective den-ominations. Many do not know 
just where they stand, and seem to be waiting to see what turns up, 
or are just drifting. 

The effects of such a club at McGill would not necessarily be 
to infuse heretical ideas into the orthodox. That of the Ontario 
club tended rather to a saneness of outlook which proved of great 
assistance to its members in the pulpit. With them, as with theo- 
logues at McGill, it had been found that the members had been in- 
dividually fighting the same problems. Not knowing in whom to 
confide, or with whom to discuss his unbeliefs, he either refused to 
face them, or he found himself carried away by them. 

At McGill this problem, which should be faced and fought 
out by students collectively, is a bugbear of which individuals arc 
more or less ashamed to speak in free fashion. 

Y et the formation of such a society, if the names of its pro- 
moters became widely known, might spell ruin to their prospects af- 
ter graduation. The mere fact of having been a member of such 
an organization would excite the disapproval of the more conser- 
vative orthodox. 

As a kind of a halfway house to the formation of such a club 
the Daily will publish every Monday a heresy column, which it 
hopes will be vigorously attacked. It will be offered for the pur- 
pose of being attacked, and will feci privileged to be attacked. Its 
author need not necessarily feel what he writes to be true. He will 
not sign his name, and will in fact not be permitted to do so, and 
correspondents on the subject ,if there are any, need not see their 
signatures affixed in print at the end of their articles, although it will 
be absolutely necessary both that the editors of the Daily receive 
their names and that the articles be well written and the arguments 
strongly supported. The editors will reserve the right to refrain 
from publishing any correspondence. 

The column is established for the purpose of showing each 
theologue that there are others who think as he does. 

The department is introduced to help and not to irritate. All 
letters written in an irritative vein will not be considered.

Warned by the failure of John Wes- 
ley in maintaining his unsectarlan 
position, we are striving to avoid 
what we think were his mistakes.' 1

In this small, compact, and attrac- 
tive volume, 'lie author has presented 
some very searching and pregnant 
thoughts en the highest end and val- 
ues of lire, together with a few short 
■tansaa of deep insight and feeling 
on some of our greater poets. .\ 
pi of on nd religious sentiment is ob- 
servable throughout, though the poems 
aro not religious in the common ac- 
ceptance of the term. The tufty con- 
ceptions of the author are permeated 
by n spirit of mysticism • su charac- 
teristic of those who look ut life from 
the philosophic religious viewpoint — 
which captivates t lie mind, hut in no- 
wise obscures the thought. The diction 
is rich and Varied, and.
